The delegates will go in a 
body to Danville this morning to wit¬ 
ness the inauguration of Dr. Hlnnltt as 
president of Central University. 

The Grand odge of the Masonic fra¬ 
ternity yesterday elected officers, Dr.

And adjourned last night.

With both armies exhausted by the 
long-continued desperate fighting and 
roads made impassible and streams 
bank full from recent torrential rains, 
there has been a lull In the active op¬ 
erations along the Simkhe river. The 
dispatches indicate that the battle has 
not been resumed. 

The Russians still hold the Important 
position of Lone Tree Hill, round which 
fighting of the most desperate charac¬ 
ter centered, and Gen. 8akharoff re¬ 
ports tihat their left flank has been 
slightly advanced. A veil is drawn 
over the general situation, but the net 
result of the tremendous battle seems 
to be that Oyama, while effectually 
checking the Russian advance, has 
been unable to follow It up w’lth a 
vital blow, and has himself been 
stayed in his attempts to materially 
advance his position. 

A dispatch from Mukden aays that 
the Japanese appear to be slowly fall¬ 
ing back, but Sakharoff reports to St. 
Petersburg that they are* concentrat¬ 
ing at Sinchinpu, w'est of the railroad. 
Kuropatkin in strengthening his right, 
and the dispatches indicate that the 
battle will be resumed its soon as the 
roads dry.

St, Petersburg, Oct. 20, 2:25 a. m.—For 
the moment heavy rains and Impass¬ 
able roads have compelled a suspension 
of operations in Manchuria, There w*as 
Tittle fighting yesterday and none 
whatever last night. There is evidence 
of a new' disposition of the forces on 
both sides.

NO REPORTS RECEIVED

Tokio. Oct. 19.—No reports from the 
Japanese Manchurian headquarters j b * e 
were received either last night or to¬ 
day .and as a consequence it Is as¬ 
sumed here that Inactivity has followed 
the abortive Russian assaults of Mon¬ 
day night. 

The Russian concentration In front 
of the armies of Generals Oku and 
Nodzu (the left and center respectively) 
on Monday, reported by Field Marsha! 
Oyama, created the impression here 


New York, Oct. 19.—[Special.]-For

Veiled hint* continue to arrive that 
the Russians have reoovered from the 
blow inflicted last week by Field Mar¬ 
shal Oyama. and that Gen. Kuropatkin 
is preparing to renew* the struggle so 
soon as the roads become dry. Two 
Associated Press dispatches from Muk 
den to-night mention reports that the 
Japanese aflready are preparing to re 
tire, and the War Office admits that 
Kuropatkin’s left has again moved 
slightly forward; but there 1 9 no light 
upon the movements of the Japanese 
There Is no late news from Tokio; and 
an enemy so resourceful may really be 
preparing a surprise movement Instead 
of a retreat, relieving the pressure on 
the front with a view to accomplishing 
something on the flank. 

Many critic* continue to believe that 
Gen. Kuropatkin intends to return to 
the line of the Hun river. 

The enforced cassattyn of operations 
by the bad weather, if the Japanese 
offennive had really exhausted itself, 
gives both armies a chance to breathe 
and pull themselves together and would 
seem to insure ns much benefit to one 
side ug to the other for practical pur¬ 
poses. When operations rvoornmence 
they will assume an entirely new phase, 
with new disposition and objectives. 
Last week’s battle has ended, and it 
goes Into history a* a Russian defeat. 
When operations are resumed a new 
battle will begin. 

The reappearance of Viceroy Alexief?

not particularly ..reassuring, as such 
conferences In the part have not been 
fruitful of success.

Chicago, Oct. 19.—Fire to-night caused 
the dismissal of the audience In the 
Haymarket Theater, although there 
was no blaze at the theater proper. 
A fire broke out In the building next 
door to the theater, and as it proved 
difficult to subdue, the management of 
the theater caused the steel curtain 
to belowered, all the exits to be thrown 
opened and the audience was iforrned 
that the performance which was only 
half finished, would be discontinued. 
The people filed out without any panic 
and in complete ignorance of the fire 
next door. 

The blaze was confined to the build¬ 
ing in which it originated, and caused 
a damage of several thousand dollars.

One Stumbling Block Out of the Way 
of the Big Tobacco Com¬ 
bination. 


New York. Oct 19.—Vice Chancellor 
Pitney. In Jersey City to-day, heard 
further argument on the rule to ehow 
cause why the Consolidated, Continen¬ 
tal and American Tobacco Companies 
should not be restrained from carrying 
out the proposed merger.

Counsel for the promoters said that 
the report would show that there is on 
deposit with the trust company nine 
than a majority of the $157,000,909 cf the 
bond* necessary for the directors to 
earn’ out the scheme. Mr. .Strong, 
however, said that some of the I onds 
had been signed for, Thereby making 
duplications possible. Mr. 8 ror.g ron- 
tended that the only way to asc tuIj 
with correctness the amount of bonds 
held by the company was by fu.nHhlng 
the number of each bond, and that the 
bind* must have been owned by the 
signers of the proposed contract at the 
time they signed. 

The court said that the b*st fontract 
possible would be the depositing of a 
majority of the bonds.

W. J, Bryan apoke to over 4,000 people 
In Evans' Hall, the largest auditorium 
In the city, to-night, and nearly 2,000 
people clamored for admission on the 
outside. The Bryan special arlrved at 
7:15 from Mt. Vernon. Ind., and it was 
nearly 8:30 o’clock before he reached the 
halll, where he addressed an overflow 
meeting while Congressman A. O. Stan¬ 
ley, of Kentucky, addressed the p?ople 
in the hall. Bryan said it was true 
Parker stood on a platform that did 
not contain everything he would like 
for it to stand for. but he believed Par¬ 
ker to be a better man than Roosevelt. 

Bryan was suffering from a cold and 
when he began his speech he could 
hardly be heard in the rear part of the 
hail. In discussing the race problem 
the speaker said Roosevelt in three 
years had done more to array the 
whites of the South against the blacks 
than any other President. "If he is 
re-elected,” he * said, "that animosity 
will grow and direful results may fol¬ 
low. The election of Parker means the 
elimination of this feeling in the South¬ 
ern State*." Bryan touched lightly c.n 
the Colorado trouble and said the la¬ 
boring men of the United States could 
not consistently condemn Gov. Peabody 
of that State And then vote for Roos¬ 
evelt. The greater part of the speech 
was devoted to Imperialism. 

An extra guard of policemen was sta¬ 
tioned at the hall to watch the pick¬ 
pockets that follow Bryan's train. 

'Large audJence* greeted the former 
candidate for President, at each point 
where speeches were made, but the 
demonstration* were less vigorous than 
those of previous duys. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Bryan and the membens of his 
party were gratified xvLth the result of 
the day'* work.

DECIDES COURT OF APPEALS. 


Judgment Reversed In the Licking 
Valley Building Associa¬ 
tion Case. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Oct. 19—[Special.]— 
In reversing a Judgment of the Camp¬ 
bell Circuit Court in a case of the Com¬ 
monwealth against the Licking Valley 
Building Association. No. 3. Jhe Court 
of Appeals to-day held that the filing of 
amended articles of Incorporation by 
a corporation organised before the 
adoption of the present Constitution, 
which amended articles increase the 
capital stock and extend the life of the 
corporation, makes it ip effect a new 
corporation, and that its Inoorporator* 
must pay Into the State Treasury an 
organisation tax of one-tenrh of l per 
cent, un each $11H) of its capital stock. 
It also ruled that the fact that a build¬ 
ing and loan association does not sell 
Its stock, as other corporations, is im¬ 
material: that by the express lerma of 
the statute It must pay the tax upon 
the stock It is authorised to have. 

In delivering the opinion the court 
says: “The purpose of the statute is 
not only to raise revenue, but to pre¬ 
vent stock being watered, or fictitious 
stock* being issued or put on the mar¬ 
ket, and we arc net at liberty to mukc 
an exception to the statute where It 
make* none.” 

The suit In which the questions were 
raised was brought by the Common¬ 
wealth to recover organIxation tax of 
$l.CO0 on the fixing. In 1897. of the cap¬ 
ital stock of the Licking Valley Build¬ 
ing Association at $1,000,000. The court 
below* sustained the contention of the

However far a 
Just construction of the treaty might en¬ 
able ub to go. did the exigencies of the 
rase require It in asserting the equivalent 
of sovereignly over the canal strip, It is 
our full Intention that the rights which 
we exercise shall be exercised with 
oil proper core for the honor and 
Interests of the people of Pan 
&ma. The exercise of suen powers as are 
given tui by th* treaty within the geo¬ 
graphical boundaries of the republic of 
Panama moy easily, if a real sympathy 
for both the present and future welfare 
of the people of Panama Is not shown, 
create distrust of the American Govern¬ 
ment. This would seriously Interfere with 
the success of our great project in that 
country. It ts of the utmost Importance 
that those who are ultimately responsible 
for the policy pursued should have «t 
first hand as trustworthy Information as 
can be obtained In respect to the condi¬ 
tions existing in Panama and the atti¬ 
tude and real interest of the people of 
that State. After a conference with the 
Secretary of State and yourself. I have 
concluded that It will be of great advan¬ 
tage If you can visit the Isthmus of Pnn- 
ama In person and hold a conference with 
the President and other Governmental au¬ 
thorities of the republic of Panamn. You 
arc authorized In doing this to take with 
you such persons as you desire, tamtnar 
with the conditions In the Isthmus who 
may aid you with their counsel. The 
earlier you are able to make this visit the 
bettor. The Secretary of State will in¬ 
struct tho United States Minister at Pan¬ 
ama to render you every assistance In 
his power, and'the Governor of the canal 
strip. Gen. Davis, will, of course, do the 
same thing. You will advise tho Pres¬

Senor Obaldla, Minister of Panama 
to the United States, held a conference 
with the Secretary of State and Sec¬ 
retary of War subsequent to the receipt 
of this letter, and the Secretary of War 
invited ’the Minister to accompany him 
on hi* trip to Panama.

ONE LEADS IN SPEED. ANOTHER 
HAS LARGEST VESSEL. 


ERA OF TURBINE ENGINE, 


New York, Sept. 19.—A Washington 
letter to the Tltne* eavs: United States 
Consul Henry W. Dtederich writes as 
follows from Bremen, Germany: 

Several noteworthy events took place 
recently In *teum»h1p navigation that 
aptly illustrate the various policies 
adopted by leading steamship compa 
nie* at the present time for gaining the 
supremacy in ocean transportation. 
One of them has started, and ha* now 
running on regular schedule on its 
transatlantic line the largest ocean ves¬ 
sel afloat, and tho other ha* again suc¬ 
ceeded in breaking the record for speed 
and In eatablisteng once more It* claim 
of having the fleetest steamer* in the 
world; while still another is bending all 
It* energies to supply propelling ma¬ 
chinery of an entirely new order, by 
mean* of which It hopes to outrival 
both its competitors. 

The fast steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II 
of the North Germai* Lloyd left New 
York for Bremen on June 14, passing 
Sandy Hook at 8:12 a. m. and Eddy- 
stone on June 20 at 1:10 a. m. She thus 
broke a PI former records and accom 
pllsbed the remarkable feat pf making 
3,112 miles In five day* eleven hours 
and fifty-eight minute*, the average 
speed being 23.68 mile* an hour, the 
quickest time ever made by any 
steamer over this route. The best rec¬ 
ord mode in one day during this trip 
was 664 miles, covered on June 18. Thus 
once more this German line shown that 
it knows the value of holding the first 
place for the fastest voyage across the 
Atlantic. 

The following l* the record for epeed 
made at different time* within the last 
few year* by the four great German 


knots; Kaiser Wilhelm If. (Lloyd). 23.58 
knot*. 

A few weeks ago an Immense steam¬ 
er—4 n fact, the largest afloat—wa* 
started on her maiden trip from Liver¬ 
pool to New York. It is the Baltic 
of the White Star Line. Thl* new queen 
of the ocean l§ fresh from the yards of 
Meagre. Garland & Wolff at Belfast, 
and Is 725 feet nine Inches long, sev¬ 
enty-five feet on the beam and forty 
nine feet deep. Beri-de* her crew she 
ha* accommodations for 350 flrst-rlas* 
passengers. 200 second-class and 2.400 
people In the steerage. 

No care has been spared to make this 
big shiip luxuriously comfortable, al¬ 
though she wa* built chiefly to carry a 
large amount of freight; In fact, she !» 
a floating warehouse, her capacity ex¬ 
ceeding 1.000,000 cubic feet, or room for 
a cargo of about 28,000 ton*. H r two 
sets of quadiruple expansion t-nglne* 
require only aJbout 260 tons of coal a 
day to generate about 16,000 (home pg»w 
er. and to give her an average speed of 
seventeen knot*. 

Like most of the White Star liners, 
the Baltic has twin screws, and Is sup¬ 
plied with a d-ouble bottom, numerous 
water-tight compartments, and all itha 
latest imnrovemente known to Ship¬ 
builders. \ 

Thl* monster has nine docks, so that 
a person standing on the sun deck will 
he eighty-eight feet above the keel; 
with the steamer at Us deepest draught 
(Ohlrty-three feet) he wtll still be fitty- 
flve feet above the ivuteT. It will be 
readily seen that this new steamship 
i« simply the result of the ever-Increas¬ 
ing International trade and travel. It 
wa« built to satisfy tho demand for 
the safest, biggest and easiest-going 
ocean vosstl. It combines the conveni¬ 
ence and luxury of the faster boats 
with the cargo facilities of the freight 
carriers. 

The number of persons who prefer a 
steady and slower to a speedier ship 
I* growing. For thl* reason the White 
Star Line have considered the carry¬ 
ing capacity of their nqw vessel and the 
saving of expense* of prime impor¬ 
tance. This 1* not a new departure 
with them, for thl* 1* the third mam¬ 
moth steamer built and run on this 
principle; only this latest addition to 
their fleet represents the climax of their 
system. 

• • • 

The Cost of Speed. 


The cost of running the Baltic and 
the Kaiser Wilhelm II. can hardly be 
compared, but It 1* a remarkable fact 
that seventeen knot* an hour Is a very 
much more economical speed than 
twenty-three. In fact, the increase of 
expense with the Increase of speed is 
entirely out of proportion to the speed 
gained. While the Baltic on her load 
draught displaces 4,000 tons, and the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. only 26,000, the lat¬ 
ter vessel costs a gTeat deal more to 
run than the Baltic. To gain the extra 
speed over her slower rival, amounting 
to about 40 per cent, the German ves¬ 
sel require* a crew of about 600 men, 
or'fully twice as many a* the British 
steamer, and burns at legist double the 
quantity of coal a day. 

The Baltic can carry 28.000 tons of 
cargo and 3.000 passengers, w’hile the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. carries compara¬ 
tively little cargo, and hne accommo¬ 
dation* for not quite 2,000 passenger*. 
Thus the ’arger and slotver boat* on 
the one hand, and the lighter and faster 
ones on the otheA offer advantages 
and disadvantages w>th to the owners 
ajid to the public. 

Steamship men of experience feel, 
however, that for the present at least 
the limit of size as well as of speed has 
been reached. But predictions of this 
nature usually prove of little value. 

The Baltic will never be a record- 
breaker. but under normal conditions 
she will make good profit for her own¬ 
ers. However, It was not to be expect¬ 
ed that public sentiment In England 
would calmly see the record for speed 
In ocean transportation go from the 
British to the German flog without 
making an effort to regain it. Already 
steps have been taken In that direc¬ 
tion. 

As Is well known, the Cunard com¬ 
pany has undertaken to build two large 
steamers, which are nlso to be avail¬ 
able ns auxiliary cruiser* whenever 
called upon. The Government is to pay 
a subsidy of $750,000 a year for these 
and to advance the monev for building 
them at the rate of 2\ per cent., the 
loan to be secured by the ships of the 
Cunard fleet.

GALE IN FLIR1DA 


DOES GREAT DAMAGE ON 
EASTERN COAST.

Schooner Wrecked and Several Per¬ 
sons Drown—Wires Down and 
Tracks Obstructed. 


Miami. Fla.. Oct. 19.—After blowing a 
gale Friday. Saturday and Sunday, the 
storm predicted for South Florida broke 
over this place Sunday about night fall. 
In a few hours Miami and most of the 
towns on the east coaetf of Florida w ere 
cut off from communtcaUon w’ith the 
outside world. Telegraph wire* were 
blown down and the railroad tracks 
w’ere obstructed, and not until to-day 
wa* coronHindcation restored. 

The wind attained a maximum veloc¬ 
ity of seventy-five miles per hour. The 
chief damage here on land was done by 
the rain. In the surrounding country 
the fruit and vegetable crop* were 
damaged to a considerable extent. Re¬ 
ports from Lemon City nnd Buena Vla- 
ta are that the storm prevailed there 
with the same severity as here. No se¬ 
rious damage resulted. 

The schooner Melrose, with a crew of 
eight, and four passengers, w’as 
ivrecked Saturday. Mrs. Hallen, one of 
the passengers, was lost, but the crew 
managed to cling to the side of the ves¬ 
sel. Mr. and Mrs. Weller, two other 
passengers, found themselve* in the 
water within reach of a spar w’hen the 
ship righted herself, the two clinging 
to her rigging. The mast, how ever, fell 
and crushed Mr*. Weller, her ilfeles* 
body being washed overboard. Mr. 
Weller had both bone* of hi* right arm 
broken. The schooner drifted until 
Monday, when all were washed over¬ 
board Mr. Weller grasped a hatch and 
floated ashore, landing near Palm 
Beach, as did the capteln. mate and 
two colored seamen. One white man 
and four negroea were drowned.

Wednesday Evening. Oct. 12. — A reac¬ 
tionary tendency characterised the action 
of the stock market to-day, with especial 
weakmjas in Steels and some of the issue* 
which have been most actlvo of lato. Bear 
pressure was put uiwn tho market, and 
there was good profit-taking, with a re¬ 
sult of lower prices by from one to two 
point* for most stocks, though there were 
•onvs exceptions. 

Bates for money were easy, at 114 to 2 
p#»r cent, for call loans, 8 to SVi and 3% 
for time loans. Sterling exchange was 
steady. 

Reports of damage to growing crop* 
from Hessian fly caused strength In the 
wheat market, which wn* up lc at the 
clowe. Corn was ulso lc hlgtior, and oats 

up. 

The cotton market presented no new 
features. Trading was moderate and 
fluctuations inconsequential. 

The Chicago cattle market was steady; 
hogs 6c to 10c higher, and sheep steady. 


Extortion and Extortion. 

Philip Wclnseinver, former treasurer 
of the Building Trades* Association, 
who was charged by George EMtlg. a 
master plumber, with extortion, has 
been found guilty In New York City 
and will have to serve a term In the 
penitentiary. Under threat of creating 
a strike among workmen employed 
upon a building for the erection of 
which Lsslg had the contract, he paid 
to Weinseimer $2,700 and secured ex¬ 
emption from further annoyance. Ev¬ 
ery one will admit that the law' Is a 
salutary on© against an offense 
which robs Hie workingman of his 
right to earn a living by honest labor, 
and which Is responsible for many 
of the strikes that bear so 
heavily upon the families of 
laboring men and so seriously 
aftect the business of the country- It 
la a species of blackmu.il which cannot 
be too severely punished. 

There is. however, another kind 

’ extortion going on right un¬ 
der the eyes of the courts 
which needs equal punishment, 
but for which tho perpetrators are not 
only exempt* but encouraged with the 
approval of men In the hlgheet official 
position. The corporations and trusts 
are held up and by similar blackmail 
required to contribute money for polit¬ 
ical corruption* and the same practice 
is extended to mail carriers, clerks and 
many thousand en4>loyes of the Ad¬ 
ministration, while nothing is done to 
put a stop to It. Parks and Weinselmer 
may go to the penitentiary for extor¬ 
tion. The political extortioner is re¬ 
warded with high office. 


Kentucky’s Triumph At St. Louis. 

The report of the Jury of Awards at 
the St. Louis Exposition embodies a 
record for the State of Kentucky of 
which every citizen may justly be 
proud. Some weeks ago In the live¬ 
stock contests, and particularly as re. 
gard 9 horses of various breeds. Ken¬ 
tucky was awarded the distinction al¬ 
most universally conceded to her. 
To receive _ now, _ af ter_ b1x ^months’ 
exhibit of her products In com¬ 
petition with those of all other 
competitors, such evidences of her 
superiority la very gratifying to the 
pride of her people. By the action of 
the Jury she has been declared to 
be practically in the lead of other 
competitors, not only In the products 
of 'the soil, but In many other depart¬ 
ments in which her superiority has 
not been heretofore known or acknowl 
edged. The foot that there were 

awarded 186 prizes Including six grand 
prims, thlrty-flve gold and forty-three 
silver medals, constitutes In Itself a 
record which will repay the cost and 
energy required to secure such recog 
nltlon. 

When Kentucky w'as first invited to 
take part In the Louisiana purchase 
Fair the failure of the Legislature 
to make and appropriation proved 
to be a fortunate oversight ofc duty. 
Under ordinary circumstances It would 
have resulted In no State representa¬ 
tion In an enterprise which peculiarly 
appealed to the sympathies of her 
people. It was to be held In a State 
toward which she bore much the same 
relation that Virginia had borne to 
Kentucky, being largely settled by her 
•one. with the added consideration 
that It was due to the early spirit of 
the Kentucky pioneers In their conten¬ 
tion for control of the mouth of the 
Mississippi, that the Louisiana territory 
was acquired by Jefferson. When, there¬ 
fore. the Legislature of lfK>l-02 adjourned 
without an appropriation for aui exhibit, 
there was but one way to avoid the 
mortification of being unrepresented, 
and that was by prjv&te enterprise 
Leaders in the movement soon organ 
ized a commission and through s*ub 
scrlptlons from enterprising citizens 
early took their place by the side of 
the official commissions of other States 
In preparing for the exhibit which ha© 
done us so much credit. It suffices 
to say that their work W'as so well done 
that last winter the Legisletime of Ken¬ 
tucky recognized the debt due by the 
State for such public spirit, assumed the 
indebtedness and made additional ap¬ 
propriation sufficient to carry out the 
full scope of the scheme of the pro¬ 
jectors. 

It Is due to these pubtlc spirited cltl- 
*ens. as well as to the later official® as¬ 
sociated with them on the commission, 
to say that everything has been con¬ 
ducted with honor to themselves and 
to the satisfaction of the people of Ken¬ 
tucky, aud with Increased prestige to 
the State. Their administration has 
been clean, and with a sus¬ 
tained zeal and efficiency rarely mani¬ 
fested In such undertakings. They 
have made the Kentucky building in¬ 
deed a home, not only for the visitors 
from this State, but for many thou¬ 
sands from other States, who have en¬ 
joyed Its hospitalities. In saying this 
it but constitutes an expression of the 
pride as well as the gratitude of all for 
the thoroughness with which the com¬ 
mission discharged Its duties. 

Thug* much for the social side, which, 
In the Interchange of good feeling be¬ 
tween the people of all sections and 
countries, has been such a factor In the 
success of the exposition. Of the 
greater and more important object® of 
the fait* the record speaks for Itself. As 
regards our exhibit the awards of the 


Philippine Currency. 

The latest publication of the Sound 
Currency Committee of the Reform 
Club Is devoted to the discussion of cur 
rench» in the Orient. From a Manila 
paper la reprinted a discussion of the 
new' Philippine currency by Mr. Henry 
C. Ide, of the Philippine Commission 
As in the case of most papers referring 
to the Philippines, this is not quite up 
to date, and the reader must make al¬ 
lowances accordingly. 

Mr. Ide sets out the conditions with 
which the new Government of the Phil¬ 
ippines und that of the United States, 
as its sponsor, had to deal. Under Spain 
the gold standard had prevailed nom¬ 
inally, but the -gold currency had been 
driven out of the country by silver 
colna and notes redeemable In sliver. 

The largest element for the actual 
circulation was Mexican dollars, called 
In Spanish pesos. The number of these 
in circulation Is a matter of conjecture, 
but tt w as e«tlmated at 30,000,000 to 40.- 
000,COO. Spnnlsh-Fillplno silver coins 
w'ere out to the amount of 13,000,000 to 
15.000,000 pesos. It Ls necessary to dis¬ 
tinguish between pesos and dollars, for 
though they were originally the same, 
the decline in the value of silver caused 
them to part company, and the w'ord 
pesos la used in this connection to de¬ 
note the depreciated coin. Of Spanish- 
Flllplno note* there were two or three 
million pesos. After the American oc¬ 
cupancy great quantities of American 
currency came In. by reason of pay¬ 
ments to the army and navy. The Mex¬ 
ican pesos, Spanlsh-Flllplno silver and 
Spanish-Filipino bank notes were all 
known ns “local currency." Its value 
varied with the fluctuations In the price 
of Oliver. 

Of course, trouble soon resulted from N 
this mixture of currencies. The value 
of the local currency, as measured In 
gold, constantly fluctuated. In conse¬ 
quence, says Mt. Ide. every bmlness ex¬ 
cept that of money changer, was at¬ 
tended with tremendous hazard. Im¬ 
portation® came in on a goM basis and 
were sold on a silver basis, due esti¬ 
mates being made for profits, but as the 
sales were largely on credit It wn» fre¬ 
quently the case that the estimated 
profit was wiped out by the depreciation 
of t?ie cumency before payment was 
made, though occasionally a rise In sil¬ 
ver gave an unnatural profit tr> 4 ^ie Im¬ 
porter. The conditions kept business In 
a state of uncertainly, and developed 
necessarily a gambling spirit. The In¬ 
sular Government was not exempt from 
embarrassment on account of this un¬ 
certainty. It collected revenue In the 
local currency, and found Its purchas¬ 
ing power lowered, sometimes by 30 
per cent., thus entailing a loss of mil¬ 
lions. AM classes were convinced of the 
need of a stable currency, although 
they differed ns to what It ought to be. 
After a good deal of discussion, the 
Congress of the United states passed 
the act of March 2, 1903, “to establish 
a standard of value and provide for a 
coinage system In the Philippine Is¬ 
lands.** 

Tills act established a theoretical 
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January 1. 1904, they were not received 
for public dues. Tho Spinlsh-Flllplno 
coins were so received until September 
30. 1904. Up to March 1 of this year 
tho new coins of the value of about 
18.000.000 pesos had been received. Over 
3,000,000 pesos of stiver certificates have 
been issued. Borne 3,500.000 of $panlsh- 
Flliplno coins were received and sent 
off for recolnage. Mr. Ide thinks that 
the new coinage puts business on a 
reliable basis and that tho currency 
question is settled. •’ 

This opinion Is not fully shared by 
a writer who calls himself “Tal Fu- 
lano," a name about equivalent to 
Mr. So and So.** He Is said to be thor¬ 
oughly acquainted with native opinion i 
on the subject. This writer thinks the 
Introduction of the gold standard was 
a good thing, but believes that It would 
have been better to adopt the 
American currency, which was one of 
the solutions proposed for the money 
problem. Among the objections urged 
to this was that the American dollar 
would not be acceptable to the Filipino 
at the higher rate. Experience, says 
Tal Fhlano, has show n this to be base¬ 
less. There Is probably more American 
money In circulation than Filipino, and 
It is taken by the Filipinos as readily 
as the new currency. Th* natives re¬ 
ceive It at double value just as readily 
as the other because they can pass it 
on In the same way. It was also cahl 
that the use of American money would 
cause a great Increase In prices. This 
is found by experience to be entirely 
wrong. One con pay for articles pur¬ 
chased as readily In American money 
as in the new Filipino money. The con¬ 
tention that American money Is of too 
large denominations for Filipino use 
la also treated as unfounded, and, be¬ 
sides smaller minor coins could have 
been added to it. In short, this writer 
treats the objections to the use of 
American money as without foundation 
In fact, and then goes on to tell of his 
losses that have accrued from the In¬ 
troduction of the new currency. He 
says It Is now at a discount of about 1 
per cent. He concludes that there Is no 
good reason why the American cur¬ 
rency should not have been Introduced. 
All of which tends to show that the 
Republicans have made a mess of their 
project of providing an Ideal money for 
the Filipinos, at least in the Judgment 
of those most Interested.

FINDS IN ELECTRICITY 

A NEW ANESTHETIC 


A Washington dispatch says that It 
was decided in the red parlor of the 
White Htume that there never has been 
a red-halre<jl President. The jMme ref¬ 
eree would doubtless. If the decision 
were left to him. decide, in view of the 
alleged color of Judge Parker's hair, 
that there never should be one. For¬ 
tunately the decision of the latter ques¬ 
tion rests with the American people 
and not with a single individual. There 
have been two Presidents with red 
hair, Jefferson and Jackson, notwith¬ 
standing the w'ager of the man who 
bet on the proposition was declared 
lost, and a verdict rendered that they 
had sandy hair. It ls well known that 
red hair loses much of its sanguineous 
hue with age, as was the case with 
that of the two distinguished Presi¬ 
dents named. But it is not strange to 
record an error of Judgment In the 
White House respecting a matter of 
such slight moment, w'hen the chief 
occupant ha® shown such Incapacity 
to Judge of the Internal contents of the 
heads of these statesmen. Although this 
decision may be Intended to have some 
effect on the result of the November 
election. It Is hardly to be expected 
that It will be regarded a* decisive.

was not coined. Tho actual unit was a 
silver peso weighing 412 grains, ntne- 
tenths fine, to be equal to 50 cents in 
the money of the United States. Prac¬ 
tically this was a ratio of 32 to 1 for 
gold and silver. There w'ere also sub¬ 
sidiary and minor coins representing 
fractions of the unit- Silver certifi¬ 
cates were provided for from one to 
ten pesos, or $5 for the largest. Act 
No. 928 of the Philippine commission, 
passed October 10, 1903, provided^ gold 
standard fund Intended to preserve Lho 
parity of the different kinds of money. 

Under these acts arrangements were 
made for the new money and to get 
rid of the old. Large quantities of the 
Mexican coins were exported, and after

Great Joy prevailed yesterday morn¬ 
ing In fill the Louisville High School* 
The fact thait each school had taken 
medal in the educational competition a; 
the St. Louis Exposition was the cause 
of the excitement, and the students, 
especially of the Male High School, 
trade quite a demonstration. 

The Male High School particularly 
distinguished Itself, taking a gold 
medal In competition with all the High 
School? of the country. The Male High 
School exhibit was an unusual one, 
showing In the English, Modern 
Language and Mathematics divisions a 
marked originality of method thwt out¬ 
ranked all other schools In the compe¬ 
tition. 

Several bound volumes of extempore 
class compositions were shown iri the 
EngKsh exhibit, and there received es¬ 
pecial favor from the Judges. The na¬ 
ture of th«^5e compositions waa found 
to he highly original, lacking evidence 
of any disposition to pilfer Ideas or ex¬ 
pressions. Beside these exhibits there 
were exhibitions of work done In chem¬ 
istry, physics, LaLtln and Greek, and 
many school photographs. The Manual 
Training High School also took a medal 
fur the excellence of its work. Their ex¬ 
hibit, while composed principally of 
work done In the shop, also contained 
many examples from the English 
courses. 

A sliver medal was awarded the Fe¬ 
male High School for excellence, but 
the faculty of the school has not yil 
been Informed as to the basis upon 
which the award was made. 

The showing made by the Louisville 
schools is of great satisfaction to their 
principals and teachers. The High 
Schools of all the Important cities In 
the United States were entered in the 
competition, and to have mode such a 
fine showing is a great compliment to 
the Louisville schools. 

_ • • • s 

Got a Gold Medal. 

Since the Louisville Male High School 
Is the only high school in the State of 
Kentucky to receive a gold medal, con¬ 
siderable Interest attaches to its ex¬ 
hibit. An examination of its distinctive 
features shows that It Is simply an ex¬ 
hibition of the ordinary everyday work 
of the school without any flourishes. 
For Instance, much of the work In Eng¬ 
lish Is in lead pencil written at top 
speed In the clans room under th® eye 
of the teacher. Every misspelled word 
and mistake Is there on exhiblton. 
Such written exercises are constant at 
the High School. 

One of the collection of English com¬ 
positions submitted prepared in 

this way. The three English teachers 
made assignments to their olaoeas as 
If every boy was to go out end report 
something for a newspaper. The teach¬ 
er acting as city editor made certain 
definite assignments to each pupil. 
Some boys were told to take a trip in 
the police wagon, others to foKow an 
old rag man for half an hour, others 
to watch the Henderson packet leave. 
In all, nearly one hundred assignments 
were made for the Male High School 
reportorial force, which Included every 
boy. The next day in clas sthe boys 
were told to imagine that they could 
hear the roar of the presess and to 
write a report of what they had seen 
the previous afternoon. The Judges of 
the educational exhibit felt that such 
work was genuine and in close touch 
with life, and that It showed excellent 
progress on the part of the pupils. 

The exhibition In modern languages 
showed the conversational method tak¬ 
en down by shorthand, mistakes and 
all. After the first few weeks a word 
of English Is seldom heard in the Ger¬ 
man recitations at the Male High 
School. Entire recitations on this plan 
were placed on exhibition and the fa¬ 
cility of the boys In speaking and writ¬ 
ing German has astonished all who 
have Inspected this part of t{ie exhibit 
and compared It with that of other 
schools. / 

In mathematics; chemistry, physics. 
Latin and Greek the work showed 
stimulating and suggestive methods. 
In mathematics the power of the pupils 
to solve original problems and ad¬ 
vanced methods of teaching geometry 
were in evidence. 

It will be remembered that Prof. R. 
P. Hallerk was appointed' one of the 
Judges of the educational exhibit of the 
Urrtted Staites at St. Louis. He de¬ 
clined the appointment because It ne¬ 
cessitated too long an absence from his 
school duties. He has not yet been to 
>'r. Louis to inspect the exhibit, but he 
says that now that his school has taken 
the gold medal he Intends to go and 
look the exhibit over carefully. 

R. EL Hughes, secretary and director 
of Kentucky exhibits, has sent an of¬ 
ficial communication to the Male High 
School stating that the award of its 
gold medal had been made by the su¬ 
perior Jury ns well as by the Interna¬ 
tional Department Jury. 

When asked for an expression of 
optnlln, Prof. R. P. Hal leek said: “Of 
course, I rim Intensely gratified, but I 
wish It distinctly understood that the 
credit for this belongs to that fine body 
of men who constitute the faculty of 
the Male High School.”

Skeleton Warships. 

In order that the officers and men 
may be thoroughly conversant with 
their awn fblp*. in all its compila¬ 
tions, the German Navy Department 
has skeleton models, mostly made of 
tin. of each warship. They are on a 
scale of one-fourth inch to the foot 
and aj e detachable in ports, so that 
officers and men may have an oppor¬ 
tunity of Hkdng amnder ami building 
up the units, and thereby becoming ac¬ 
quainted with the Internal arrange¬ 
ments. The decks can be lifted, the 
’whole of the Interior of any vessel can 
be studied at once, and with the steam, 
hydraulic, electric, con-pressed air and 
other pipes colored distinctly, the crew 
can at once appreciate the location of 
any wive. The arrangement of the 
water-tight bulkheads und doors can 
be shown similarly.

Jones was yiken to Central Police Sta¬ 
tion and cdosely questioned by Patrol¬ 
men Connell and Sexton and Lieuten¬ 
ant Wickham, and his confession was 
startling for Its boldness and shrewd¬ 
ness, since he Is only eight years old.

GAINES AND DISTRICT 

ATTORNEY HAVE WORDS. 

Congressman Desired To Testify Be¬ 
fore Grand Jury AgAinst Al¬ 
leged Tobacco Trust 


When asked' If he knew the names of 
his victim*, Jorres replied that he did i 
not, but said he courld tell where the 
robberies occurred. He was then a*ked 
If he secured a purse from anyone 
Tuesday night. He replied that he had ' 
snatched a purse from a negro woman | 
on Eighth street, near Walnut. When 
arked the* amount of money the purse 
contained, he named the amount Bar¬ 
ber reported that his wife had lost, 
giving the denomination of the coins. 
He was then questioned ns to other 
robberies and he named several, among 
them white people, and said he secured 
srhnlil amounts of money from every¬ 
one he robbed. 

He was asked If he robbed a white 
woman on Fourth avenue, near Chest¬ 
nut street. Friday night and he replied 
that he was there when It was done, 
but that the purse whs .snatched by 
Albert Day. his partner, who Is fifteen 
years old. When asked to describe the 
purse taken at that point he gave a full 
description of the purse and us con¬ 
tents. convincing the police that his 
story was true. He told how- much he 
secured for his share and said he had 
given*1t to his mother, who Is known 
a* Mary Hall and lives In what is 
known as the “Four Link” block, be¬ 
tween Walnut and Madison and Sev¬ 
enth and Eighth streets. A number of 
other cases of purse-snatching w*h!ch 
had been reported to the police from 
time to time were mentioned to the boy. 
and In nearly every Instirtce he remem¬ 
bered the nature of .lie purse taken, 
thus proving to the police that the trio 
of youthful thieves have been busy for 
several months. In nearly *very case 
Jones told who did the robbing and 
where It was done. Some of the jobs 
were done by himself f , n d others, ha 
said by Sleets and Day. botlTlTf whom 
have been arrested several times for 
petty thievery.

Tells His Procedure. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 19.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Gaines and District At¬ 
torney Tillman clashed to-day w*hen the 
former demanded to be permitted to go 
before the Federal grand Jury now* In 
session and give evidence against the 
alleged tobacco trust. Mr. Tillman de¬ 
clined to allow Mr. Gaines to talk to 
the Jury, saying he would send Gaines’ 
evidence to the Attorney General of the 
United States. Later Gaines said he 
would go to the customhouse to-mor¬ 
row* and demand that hls evidence be 
returned to hJm. During the squabble 
with Tillman, Gaines bitterly denounced 
former Attorney General Knox as a 
contemptible liar. 

THE CIDERMAKER’S OVERRUN. 


“How do you three boys do your 
work?” Jones w*as asked. 

“We jest gltssjn de mouf of de alley 
an’ waits till er ’oman comes erlong. 
an’ w*e Jumps out and grabs de pocket- 


T HE elder press worked smoothly 
and silently. The apples traveled 
up a kind of long sleeve. Sharp knives 
cut them The out pieces axriuiged 
themselves under the press In layers. 
The screw* turned slowly. Out of a pipe 
at the other end of the room the cider 
gushed—an amber colored liquid—and 
the villagers tasted this liquid, smock¬ 
ing their Ups crltlcallly. 

“In all apple countries." said rhe 
cldermiker. “there Is a older mill to 
every five or six miles. The cider- 
maker makes cider out of hls own and 
out of his neighbors' apples and he 
charges hls neighbors for hls work 
twenty cents per barrel of Juice. They 
keep him busy In September. 

“The cld a rmaker presses hls own ap¬ 
ple* and fie buys a good many to press. 
He will sell you fresh older fof five 
cents a gallon—all you want of it. The 
rest he keeps, putting ’mother’ In it— 
he always has a plenty of the brown 
slime called ’mother'—and selling In 
the winter at a high price the pure 
vinegar that the cider turns into. 

“The cidermaker's best profit—the 
one he takes most pride In—is hls 
’overturn' You see, he require* from 
you ten bushels of apples to make you 
a barrel of cider. You must bring him 
ten bushels, and you get a barrel of 
cider, and no more. In return. But the 
truth is that It only takes eight bushels 
of apples to make a burred of cider. 
Consequently after your barrel Is filled 
there Is un overrun of two bushels still 
to be taken. This overrun belongs to 
the cidermaker. In Justice, to be sure. 
It belongs to tihe owner of the apples. 
Custom, though, makes it the cider- 
maker's. and I have never seen a cider- 
maker yet who would part w*lth hls 
'overrun' right.” 


SUMMONS SERVED ON 

DANIEL BOONE IN 1787 


Louisville Man the Possessor—Document Found In 
Closet of liouse. 


What is thought to be one of the old¬ 
est and most unique documents in 
Ixmlsville or the State is possessed by 
Jacob Fox. a gralner, living at 616 
East Madison street. The peculiar 
piece of paper Is a summons served on 
Daniel Boone in May, 1878, to appear in 
the Justice Court of Bourbon county, 
Virginia, and gives every evidence of 
being original. The document Is as fol¬ 
low's: 

'The Commonwealth of Virginia to the 
Sheriff of Bourbon County—Greeting: We 
command you to summon Daniel Boone 
to appear before our Justices of our said 
county, o.t the courthouse, on the third 
day of our next quarter session In May 
ensuing to testify, and the truth to say. 
in behalf >f Jacob Hunter in a certain 
matter of controversy In our tald court, 
before our said Justice*, depending and 
undetermined, between J. Hunter os pltf. 
and Thompson Briggs, dft.. ami this he 
shall In no wise omit under tfie penalty 
of 100 pounds. Wltne»e, William Johnston. 
Clerk of our *ald court, at the said court¬ 
house, tha 5th day of April, in the elev¬ 
enth year of our Commonwnealth.

On the rear Is written: 

Executed as within ordered, may, 1787.

The document has been examined by 
several ejepert relic collectors, who pro¬ 
nounce It genuine. The form Is printed 
In a peculiar style of letters and the 


paper used, although seemingly rough 
and poorer than any manufoeLured at 
this date, is tough and t?ut little worn. 
The 1-nk used to wwlte such words ns 
“Daniel Boone” and the parties to the 
action is as legible as when used which 
gives evidence to the excellent -writing 
fluid used at that date. 

The relic* has ben in the possession of 
Mr. FN»x for about tw*o years, and was 
discovered purely by accident. While 
plying his track* in a house which now- 
stands near the Kentucky Institute for 
the Blind, he was surprised one after¬ 
noon when one of hls helpers approach¬ 
ed him and said: 

“Well. Mr. Fox, I guess you can come 
to court in the morning." 

The assistant failed to recognize the 
value of the piece of paper he held, and 
Mr. Fox Immediately took posFeesion of 
ulL The assistant had found the docu¬ 
ment in the comer of a deep closet, 
where it had evidently lain for years. 
The house in which the men were 
w’orklng Is scarcely twenty-five years 
old. 

Mr. Fox has had the paper framed In 
suoh a way that both sides whow, and 
he cherishes It as one of the most val¬ 
uable articles In hls possession. The 
relic hunters, who have examined the 
paper, have already 'offered the o-wner 
good round prices for Its possession, but 
Mr. F\>x has persistently refused to sell. 


AT ADVANCED AGE 


JOSEPH WILHITE GARR CLAIM¬ 
ED BY DEATH. 


Had Reached His Ninetieth Year 
Kidney Ailment Causes End 


Joseph Wilhite Carr, a pioneer set¬ 
tler of Jefferron county and one of the 
oldest citizen* of Kentucky, died at 6:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at hls old 
homestead a short distance below 
Rtivervlew r Park, after an Illness of kid¬ 
ney trouble, with which he was at¬ 
tacked three weeks ago. Mr. Garr 
reached the age of ninety years at hls 
last biTthday, July 30. He had lived at 
the old home w*here fil* death occurred 
since he went there with hls parents 
wheu he was seventeen years of age. 

He came to Kentucky with hls\pa- 
reuts seventy-three years ago and spent 
hls boyhood on the old farm. When hls 
parents died he took charge of the farm 
and remained there constantly until hls 
death. Mr. Garr was possessed of a 
wonderful memory and was fond of re¬ 
counting stories of Kentucky and of 
Jeffereon county, and the history of 
many stirring plon**>r incidents w*ere at 
hls tongue’s end. Since the war in the 
Ba*u broke out he had been keenly In¬ 
terested In every move made by both 
armies, and It i» said he knew the name 
of every important army officer, and 
could give hls history In every battle 
of importance since the first gun \vu* 
fired. 

Mr. Garr is survived by a widow*, who 
Is past eighty years of age; and two 
cone. Dr. B. A. Garr and James H. 
Garr. the latter living at the old home¬ 
stead. Dr. Garr is a well-known prac¬ 
ticing physician of Louisville. A 
brother Horace Garr. who lives at Wel- 
sle, Idaho, also survives him The fu¬ 
neral arrangements have not been 
made. 


ELECTRIC POWER 

FOR OCEAN SHIPS. 


British Engineer Predicts Use of the 
Wind's Force For Accumu¬ 
lating Energy. 


Sydney F. Walker, of Bath, England, 
a veteran electrical engineer, has made 
public a prediction that ocean vessel* 
will eventually be driven by electricity, 
stored In accumulators so that by 
w’ind engine* every pufTof w*Ind can be 
utilized. 

Falling wind assistance, the crew It¬ 
self might, he thinks. In extreme cases, 
be employed in charging the accumula¬ 
tors by means of the capstan. 

The effect of such a development of 
the use of electricity upon the coal 
question would be enormous. “Every 
wind-swept Island, such as 8t Helena, 
becomes the equivalent of a coaling sta¬ 
tion, without the necessity of carrying 
con Is there. 

“The time will come w*hen ships. In¬ 
stead of coaling, will go alongside a 
wharf or moor to a buoy and connect 
to a source of electricity, filling up their 
accumulators quietly and without the 
dust and annoyance incidental to coal¬ 
ing." 

CINDERELLA’S SLIPPER. 


A FATHER had Just finished reading 
to hls little son the pretty story of 
Cinderella and her glass slipper. The 
child gazed pensively at the fire in the 
silence following the reading. Then he 
.-'aid: 

“It is a good story. Why, Chough, 
wa* the slipper made of glass? Sup¬ 
pose It had broken; wouldn't Cinderel¬ 
la's foot have been cut?" 

"It would Indeed," the father an¬ 
swered. "and. as a matter of fact, this 
slipper wasn't made of glass at all. It 
was made of fur.” 

“Was it?" 

“Ye«. it was. The story of Cinderella 
wna written a long, long time ago by* a 
Frenchman named Perrault. Valr 
means sable, and sable. In those days, 
was the richest of all furs, and only 
Kings and Princes wore It. Thus Per¬ 
rault. glvlng\Cinderella a vatr slipper, 
gave her the finest kind of slipper that 
there was. 

“But valr, in France, is pronounced 
exactly like verre. which means gloss. 
Thus men and women in telling the 
story, and printers In printing It, fell 
Into the error of thinking that the valr 
slipper w*a« a verre slipper— that, in¬ 
stead of being made of sable, It was 
made of glass. 

“That was a foolish mistake, but 
there was no one to correct It, for old 
Perrault had been dead a long time. So 
the error came to he accepted for the 
truth, and in FYance, Just a* here at 
home, everybody now' speak* of Cin¬ 
derella's verre, or glass slipper. Instead 
of her valr, or sable one. 

“Go back to Perrault'e old book, 
though, to the book that came out 
w’hlie he waa alive, and you will find 
that Cinderella wore sable slippers 
beautiful, costly and comfortable. 
Glass, a* you said a while ago. w*ould 
be a miserable substance to make foot- 
coverings of, and Perrault w*ou!d never 
have been so foolish as to make hi* 
Princes* wear glass slippers.”

DR. LL0VD CONSIDERED CALL 

TO THE BISHOPRIC CAREFULLY 


While Decision Will Cause Diocese Inconvenience, Be¬ 
lieves Decision For Blessing and Ben¬ 
efit of Church. 


In delivering the call to the Blshonrlc 
of Kentucky Dr. Arthur S, Lloyd shys 
in hls letter to the Rev. Dr. Mtilni- 
gerode that he (has given the cull hls 
greatest consideration and concludes 
that it is best for the church and the 
Kentucky diocese that he remain In his 
present office. 

The letter of declination was written 
to Dr. Mlnnigerode as president of the 
Standing Committee, and Is as follow?: 

October 15. 1904. -My Dear Doctor: I

Kentucky. I have consulted with men 
who urgently advised me to accept, as 
well as with thi>*e who have shared my 
own feelings that at present ray duty Is 
in the office oC the Board of Missions, 
90 that I bellew my conclusion has been 
reached fairly no may be. I trust It is 
right. 

Convinced Indeed that this Is the case. 
I have the comfortable assurance that, 
while my decision must cause the dlo- 


ce*e Inconvenience and present loss, it 
will really be for the blessing and bene¬ 
fit of the church In that diocese. 

Since it is right for mo to remain where 
I am. then It is clear that the diocese 
has not yet learned what is the mind of 
the Master with regard to Ft. Nor Is 
There any doubt that He will lead Hi* 
church to a right choice. It Is a com¬ 
fortable thought that I should be able 
to serve you here, since my Intercessions 
nriav be added 1o those of many that He 
will direct and bless His church 

I want you to be sure thnt I have 
not been unmindful of the solemn re- 
sjKuisIbillty Involved In my decision. I 
could not nave assumed this except under 
conviction that I must, in order that 1 
may do what It ts my duty to do. Thl* 
being the ease. He will Himself help mo 
to tear It. ' 

Will you not make your committee, and 
through them the church in Kentucky, 
know how I value the expression of their! 
confidence in me. as shown in this elec- i 
Mon. and how much I regret the neces¬ 
sity that Compels me to subject them • 
to further Inconvenience, and yet there 
Is no other means by which the rlgnt 
man can be found for your diocese, and 
so they will be glad to bear h May lie 
direct Hls church to a rivht choice. Very 
truly yours, ARTHUR B. LLOYD.

Art «Ul events the 
Western league w'ill have to drop to a 
lower grade beoause it dees not come up 
to clae® A requirements! He also advo¬ 
cates the pi-oposed change »n the National 
agreement which only enables th* major 
leagues to draf. or.® player from each 
cass A e.Lib. and wb.oh binds th-^ minors 
tio v to sell any payers uMil aft-r the 
drafting season. The price to >*• pa d for 
this dnafted player Is Sl,o()0. It Is argued 
by the minor magnates that th*s would 
enable to hold men they arc now 

forced to sell .n order to avoid having 
them drafted, and. that the majors would 
profit the b**t player in <uch club 
could b* F®rured r«*r the draft price. $1,500, 
while now they are often forced <o pay 
twice that sum. 

Another thing which will be advocated 
by American Association magnates is 
that the National Association adopt a 
rule providing that a i/.ayer purchased by 
a major league club shall revert to the 
club from which he w'us purchased if he 
leaves the big leagues.

This style of fighting Is frowned upon 
In England, ar.d, except under London 
ring rules, the men ai'e compelled to 
break away clean and step away at guard 
range Tire English referei*—partlculuarly 
the on© who sits In Judgment over com¬ 
batants in the National Club's arena—Is 
a stickler on clean breaks. To hit an ad¬ 
versary w'hen locked with him Is consid¬ 
ered out of the loser s end of the purse. 
Tho foul fighter Is not indulged to the ex¬ 
tent he is in this country. A caution if 
the first offense Is at all pordonable. and 
outright disqualification It any harm is 
wrought, and then the affair end® on the 
second infraction of the rules. 

Nell’s best work has always been when 
in close to an opponent. His crashing 
body left was rarely ever delivered un¬ 
less clinched. When away at boxing 
range Noll's left whs never harmful. Cau¬ 
tioned. probably, as he was against the 
use of his most effective style of assault, 
small wonder thftt the Englishman went 
in a favorite over the Californian.

LOT IN EXCLUSIVE CEMETERY 
MARKED BY $400,000 MON¬ 
UMENT. 


NEARLY SEVENTY FEET HIGH. 


When John D. Rockefeller Is done 
with his Immense fortune, with Stand¬ 
ard Oil combinations of capital and 
with everything els© that gives him 
vast power over his feJlowmen. his final 
resting place will be in Cleveland. O. 
One of the most exclusive clubs he ever 
belonged to will have the honor of dig¬ 
ging bis grave, says the New York 
Press*. 

In th© later year? of his life Mi**. 
Rockefeller, who was a Cleveland girl, 
never has been able ro persuade her 
husband to remain In Cleveland for any 
length of time. She never got him Into 
the city, but he became possessed of an 
unconquerable desire to get out ot it 
again. When b©r daughter* were un¬ 
married Mrs. Rockefeller frequently 
visited her girlhood home without her 
husband. She does still, but less fre¬ 
quently. 

The trust king never went Into de¬ 
tails. even with his wife. In giving rea¬ 
sons for his dislike of Cleveland. Ills 
intimate friend* understand that he I* 
annoyed because every Incident of hi* 
business life he did not care to have 
published and was given out by per¬ 
sons who knew him during his early 
business struggles in Ohio. His dis¬ 
like of the place is very* much like that 
of the expatriated William Waldorf A«- 
tor for New York. 

Long before John D. Rockefeller bad 
climbed Into the multi-millionaire cla»p 
Mrs. Rockefeller made up her mind that 
th© family burial plot was going to be 
in Cleveland. If she could not remain 
In the surroundings of her girlhood 
while she lived, she was determined 
that nothing should prevent It after she 
was dead. When the Lake View Cem¬ 
etery Association was started, while 
Mrs. Rockefeller was still bringing up 
her family In Cleveland, she went to 
look at a fine plot on o hill overlooking 
Lake Krle. One of her relatives died 
soon afterward, and she persuaded Mr. 
Rockefeller to buy the plot. It Is large 
enough to bury twenty ordinary fam¬ 
ilies in. 

• • • 

*8elect Burial Ground. 

From the outset the Lak© View cem¬ 
etery was not organized for profit. It 
Is very exclusive, as cemeteries go. 
There is no stock or dividend*. The or¬ 
ganization Is precisely like that of a 
select church or club. Lot-holder* are 
admitted by vote. Anybody who ob¬ 
tain* a lot become* a member of the 
association. If he decides not to die. 
or to move away from th© United 
States, he cannot sell hi* lot to whom 
he chooses; he must be guided by the 
wishes of the association. Several prom¬ 
inent persons who wished to be buried 
In Lake View have been blackballed, so 
to speak. 

But Mr. Rockefeller was not He got 
hi* fine lot and paid a large price for 
It. Neither he nor the cemetery mana¬ 
gers will tell how much. The hand¬ 
some mausoleum for the martyred 
President Garfield ie not far from the 
Rockefeller plot. Harry Garfield, the 
President's son. I* on© of the trustees 
of the cemetery Mr. Rockefeller is an¬ 
other trustee. Marcus A. Hanna was 
one of the latest of the prominent men 
to buy a plot In Lak© View. It is gome 


die lance from the Standard OU mag¬ 
nate'? stately shaft. Mr*. Hanna Intend* 
to erect a mausoleum on her plot. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Hay al»o owns n 
lot In Lake View. Hi* son Adelbert, 
who was kilted by a fall in New Ha¬ 
ven, is burled there. Gen. M. D Leggett 
Is another prominent plot holder. 

The receiving vault and mortuary 
chapel in this cemetery Is said to be th© 
finest In the world.

The total cost of t he Rockefeller mom 
ument, the design tor which was se¬ 
lected by Mrs. RonMffe!'»r, i* v©ry 
nearly $400,000. it took much money 
to move the --riant stori-»s from th© 
quarry to the ntlttop by the Juke as it 
did to buy the.raw* material. The first, 
base measure* fobrteen by fourteen 
feet across by three feet In height, it 
was transported in a car built for th© 
purpose, with an open veil In the ©en¬ 
ter to permit of the Atone* being hauled 
in a perpendicular position. The ex¬ 
treme width of the osse was too wide 
for an ordinary fiat car. In Borne 
places the track* were lowered, and *n 
other* bridges temporarily removed to 
permit of Its passage. 

The total weight of the first bos© is 
99,960 pounds. The second ba«*. which 
measures nine feet across and is nearly 
four feet high, weighs 53.560 pounds. 
The die. on which the simple word 
"Rockefeller" I* cut In bold tetters. !* 
six feet eight Inches at the base, seven 
feet high and weighs 52.870 pounds. The 
weight of the shaft is 152,490 pound*. 
Th* total weight of the monument i* 
about 190 ton*. 

In th* problem of transportation th© 
shaft was quite as formidable as the 
base. Special trucks, capstan* and 
chains were made for it. Two cars, 
with n capacity of 100 ion3 oach, provod 
none too big for the- weight of the 
shaft. It was carefully boxel. for Mr. 
Rockefeller wished secrecy. In Che 
neighborhood of the Vermont quarry 
the townspeople did not know for 
whom the huge monument was in¬

Women Smoke Cigars. 


Frequently one sees a barefooted 
’woman with a child In her arms. & bas¬ 
ket on her head and a large cigar In 
her mouth. The cigar smoking habit 
!* very common among them, but there 
is evidently some self-consciousness. for 
whenever a woman who 1« smoking 
•*ees -a camera pointed at her she Im¬ 
pulsively removes the cigar. 

The costume? of the aristocracy re¬ 
semble those of tihe Europeans. The 
women of the lower classes dress In 
calico gowns, low-necked and short- 
sleeved. Over the shoulders and head 
Is draped a white square of ixrtton 
which reaches nearly to the bottom of 
the skirt. In the country one sees boys 
and girls of ten or twelve years in na¬ 
ture’s garb. Some natives, like the 
Tobas Indians, wear little or nothing. 
V necklace frequently suffices. The 
market place is naturally the center of 
gossip, where it is the aim of every 
woman to be known as the “patroness” 
of a home. 

K does not cost much to live. One 
hundred dollars American money 19 
worth 1300 Paraguayan, and $1 Para- 
quayan has the purchasing power there 
which $1 In American money has here. 

Oranges are as cheap as they are 
abundant. They are sorted by women, 
and are worth In American gokl only 
forty cents a thousand. 

Students of the early history of the 
count O' «iy that the foundation of the 
Paraguayan race is a mixture of Span¬ 
ish, with the aboriginal races, and con¬ 
sists of whites, mulattoes. Indians and 
negroes, the mulattoes being a mixture 
of the two last named. The white aris¬ 
tocracy descends from the original 
.^panksh invaders, who married Indian 
women, but whose offspring tUd not 
continue to form alliances with Indians. 
Although the official language in Asun¬ 
cion is Spanish, the Indian dialect. 
Guarani, is spoken by all the natives*. 

From very early days formal mar¬ 
riage has been dlst^iuraged. To the 
unions which exiet by mutual consent 
the women adhere faithfully. If these 
prove unpleasant, separation is permit¬ 
ted. The offspring of thvse unions, un¬ 
der the national law, become heirs to 
the property of their natural parents. 

The tyrant. Gen. Lopez, was the son 
of a self-appointed but Ices cruel dicta¬ 
tor who ruled from 1840 to 1862. He sent 
hie son abroad as Minister to England 
and other European countries. In this 
way the future tyrant obtained a 
knowledge of warfare, ’n which his 
country up to this time had no expe¬ 
rience. The young Lopez succeeded his 
father as dictator. He banished an¬ 
other son, and began a system of ty¬ 
rannical rule, which was enforced by 
peremptorily killing all who by look, 
word. or deed criticised his ac.ts. He

Among the peculiar trait* of the' 
Rothschilds there Is none more potent 1 
than their superstition. When Baron | 
Alphonse de Rothschild married he j 
chose for a residence the hotel in the 
Rue St. George, which had formerly 
been the property of M. Pescatore, says 
the New York Tribune. The house bore 
the number 13, and a« soon as the bar¬ 
on saw the ominous figure* he ordered 
them tom off, nor did he take his bride 
across the threshhold until the hated 
numerals were out of eight But letter* 
still come addressed to No. 13. and the 
baron became harried by a new fear 
that legally the number of the house 
was still the same. Accordingly he ap¬ 
plied to the Council of the city of Paris 
for permission to change the number, 
offering $15,000 to the poor of the dis¬ 
trict If his petition should be granted. 
The Council accepted the proposition, 
and that Is why the baron's house in 
this street is to-day marked by "No. 
11 bis.” 

The riotous acts of the old Commune 
still Inspire *uch fear In the Roths¬ 
childs who live in Paris that several 
of them stlH guard their treasures. The 
costly paintings, statuary and vase? 
which adorn the home of Baron Al¬ 
phonse are »o mounted that after be¬ 
ing exhibited to friends they may be 
swung l*ack Into the wall, at the touch 
of a spring, and there locked up In 
steel safe*. 

Baron Alphonse, has been so frequent¬ 
ly threatened with death that he never 
appears In public nor at the track, 
where he has a string of horses, with¬ 
out a guard of secret detectives. In 
1885 he received an explosive letter, 
which had been loaded sufficiently to 
blow him up hail he opened it. After 
a published interview denouncing la¬ 
bor orgarfizatlons Baron Alphonse tva* 
especially threatened with ajionymous 
letters. Among other thing* he said: 

“Only the Idle gorxNfor-nothings do- 
sire the eight-hour day. Serious men, 
fathers of families, work as long as 
they think necessary for their own and 
their children’s needs. There is much 
loose talk nowadays about the danger 
of so much capital in the hands of a 
few men. All this is rubbish. Borne 
men are richer; others are poorer. To¬ 
morrow this is all changed by vicissi¬ 
tudes which nobody can control. It 
Is the money which circulates that 
fructifies, and money circulates with 
the same risk to all. It is money which 
one lends in confidence for so-called 
good things which does not always 
turn out to be good. All that applies 
to the great as well as the snmll ven¬ 
tures. 

“Frighten and threaten capital, and 
it vanishes. Capital is like water. 
Grasp it violently and R slips through 
your fingers; treat it gently, dig a canal 
in which to lead It, and it runs wherev¬ 
er you will. Capital Is a country’s for¬ 
tune. It represents the energy, Intelli¬ 
gence. thrift and labor of the people. 
Capital is labor. Apart from unhappy 
exceptions, which seem to be unavoida¬ 
ble. each shares In the people's capital 
according to his Intelligence, energy 
and work accomplished. If a workman 
be discontented with his share he rnav 
strike. 

“It is unjust to compare a man with 
capital and Intelligence, organizing fac¬ 
ulties. invention and knowledge with 
any gross, brutal workman w ho applies 
to his work ortly the unintelligent work 
of his hands.” 

Those who know him most Intimately 
say that the present head of the Roths¬ 
child family is one of the un happiest 
of men. When Heinrich Heine visited 
him one time he found the hanker In 
such a moody fit that he asked him if 
he were ill. 

“I am not III. lam crazy,*' was the 
reply. 

“1 will never believe that you are 
crazy," said Heine, “until I see you 
throwing your money out of the win¬ 
dow.” 

”Ah.” said Rothschild, with almost a 
shout. "I am crazy because I do not 
throw tny money out of the window." 

Nathan Rothschild, the founder of 
the London house, was also said to 
have been In continual fear of death 
from as*os*!nation. One day two tall 
dark men. with heavy mustaches and 
penetrating eyes, were ushered into his 
room at New Court. The financier 
bowed; the visitors, on their side, did 
the same, but said nothing. As the 
door closed behind them they began to 
feel In their pockets for something 
which was apparently concealed there. 
Rotbechlld’s fear at once led to the 
conclusion that he wa« in the presence 
of assassins, and hurriedly seizing a 
huge ledger, which was on his bureau, 
he hurled It' wlt/i All his force at the 
strangers and shouted loudly for help. 
When at last an explanation was forth¬ 
coming. Nathan discovered that the 
viritorr were two foreign banker* bear¬ 
ing letters of Introduction, which in 
their nervous haste they were unable 
to discover.

TWENTY-TWO YEARS A NURSE 


On the alleged grounds that the 
agreement between them has been 
broken. Thomas E. Bottorff has 
brought suit lti the Clark Circuit Court 
against James E. Bottorff for Injunc¬ 
tion and appointment of a receiver. The 
dispute arises over a 200-uere farm 
rented by the plaintiff to the defendant 
November 1. 1896. the complaint alleg¬ 
ing that for the past four years the 
terms of the agreement have not been 
kept. The farm is located near Sellers- 
burg In section 26 of the Illinois grant. 

As set forth by the complaint the de¬ 
fendant was to pay to plaintiff two- 
thirds of the crop, but during four 
years past, be has received only $100 
a year, though the average value of the 
crop has been $750.

The reaction bad been 
long expected, and needed no new* to explain 
It, beyond the unwieldy propurion* to which 
th* long Interest haa extended, and the con¬ 
sequent growth of the burden of reallxmg 
profftx, which proved too heavy for Die usual 
supporting tactics to sustain. 

Once the reaction wax established, the pro¬ 
fessional been* gained sufficient conff lence to 
fall upon the market In the usual over¬ 
whelming fashion and thus sharpen the fall, 
with the result of uncovering ntopdoaa orders 
and piping out narrow margins, thus shaking 
out weak holdings and bringing stock on the 
market In a ahmver. These professional hears 
shown! their customary agility In taking quick 
profits on the break, and their covering move¬ 
ments and the tactic* of the room bulls caused 
the confusion of the late price movement. But 
the force of the reaction waa none the less 
clear and decisive. 

The absence of any considerable reaction 
through tho long omirae of the present advaro* 
has been one of its iwinclpal feature®, and has 
added to the *usplc)on of its artificial char¬ 
acter.

Tony Heising Attempted To End His 
Rife—Later Regrets Deed. 


Tony Heising, formerly a saloon 
keeper nt Campbell street and Broad¬ 
way. took arsenic with suicidal intent 
yesterday afternoon at his home at 628 
Clay street. Immediately after he took 
the dun? he called members of the 
household and told them that he had 
poisoned himself, and asked that a 
doctor be summoned. His story was 
scarcely l>elleved, but Patrolman 
Schuipp. vvho was near the house at the 
time, heard of his condition and sum¬ 
moned the ambulance from the* City 
Hospital. Heising was removed to that 
Institution, and after two hours’ hard 
work Dr. Fulbright announced that he 
would recover. The cause assigned for 
the deed is remorse over a protracted 
spree and melancholia caused by the 
refusal of Miss Hattie Hilker to marry 
him. 

Heising had beep living In the house 
only thr**e months. Miss Hilker re¬ 
sided in the same njace, and, it is said, 
Heising persisted \f\ making love to the 
young woman, wuo repulsed his ad¬ 
vances on account of the fact that he 
was always drunk. Heising had pro¬ 
posed marriage to the young woman on 
several occasions, but she refused, and 
finally summoned the aid of her broth¬ 
er to protect her from Heislng’s at¬ 
tentions. 

Heising became morbid over the fact, 
ani yesterday morning announced that 
ha would kill himself if she did not 
accept his suit. Shortly after noon 
Mrs. Sallie Hilker, the mother of the 
young woman, heard crlea from Heis- 
ir.g’s room, und in company with her 
daughter rushed in to find Heising 
rtretched on the bed. He told them 
that h» hud poisoned himself and re¬ 
quested that a df>cior be summoned. 
Vrs. Hilker called Tom Woodford, who 
wax near. Woodford aJso doubted the 
truth zt his statement, but when Hos¬ 
ing appealed for a doctor, notified Pa¬ 
trolman Sohupp. 

John C. Stewart, n cousin of Helsltig, 
reachrc. the house before he was re¬ 
moved to the hospital. He said he 
thought Heising was drunk at the time 
T? too.: the poison. Heising has been 
Ir. L 3 jlsville six years, coming here 
from rasper, Ind„ where he was reared. 
Fcr three years he conducted a saloon 
at Campbell street and Broadway and 
later was employed as a bartender. 

FRED KANNEL DIES 

OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


The names of seventeen illegally reg¬ 
istered Republicans were stricken from 
the poll books yesterday. Of these 
twelve were removed by trial upon 
complain*. of the Democrat?, while five 
others, acknowledging that they had no 
right to register, surrendered their cer¬ 
tificates. On evidence produced by the 
Democrats eight names were marked 
doubtful, and in every* case these wou-ld 
have been struck oft except for lack of 
service on the defendants. Some could 
not be found at all, while others had 
either moved out of the precinct after 
registration or had not lived In the 
precinct long enough before election. 

This was the case also with the per¬ 
son? whose names were stricken off. A 
surprisingly lurge number of negroes 
could not be found at adl at the ad¬ 
dresses given, indicating the extent of 
frauds attempted in this direction by 
I the Republicans. 

I Behroee Hicks was found to be regio- 
tered from the Mall Line wharf boat. 
The Democrats were ready to show’ 
that he did not live there, but ran on a 
steamboat between Louisville and Cin¬ 
cinnati. He withdrew hie name volun¬ 
tarily. Thomas A. Barker, attorney 
representing the D» mocrats, said he 
would show where a number of other 
Republicans, mostly river men, had 
registered from the Mall Line wharf - 
boat, most of whom are out of tow*n at 
present. The following voluntarily sur¬ 
rendered their certificates: H. H. 

Steinmetz and A. J. Foster. f>04 West 
Kentucky street; Victor Laub, 100 Bur¬ 
nett avenue; J W. and J. L. McCall, 
1009 Morton avenue. 

In the cases of several negroes who 
had been found, and whose registration, 
It was proved, had been made illegally, 
the Republican attorney, Joseph 8 elllg- 
man, was always quick to plead that the 
defendants denied having registered 
themselves and claimed that «ome one 
else registered for them. Patrolman 
Kattau gave information a* to the case 
of Henry Heeb, of 1920 Payne street. 
From his questions Mr. Selligman 
seemed to think that It was none of the 
officer's business to report illegal regis¬ 
tration.

NO JOINT MEETING 


OF BUSINESS BODIES TO FUR¬ 
THER BOND ISSUE. 


Board of Trads Having Already 
Spoken, Directors Think Fur¬ 
ther Action Unnecessary. 


Having already taken favorable ac¬ 
tion concerning the proposed issue of 
bonds for the construction of a sewer 
system in Louisville, the directors of 
the Board of Trade at their regular 
meeting yesterday declined to Jolrr the 
f’ommerckil Club In holding a Joint 
meeting of the two organizations for 
the purpose of further discording the 
project. The directors, however, di¬ 
rected th^ superintendent to tender to 
the Commercial Club the use of the 
Exchange Hall of the Board of Trade 
for holding the meeting. 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Trade last week the proposed bond 
issue was before the directors, and 
favorable action was taken. Far this 
reason it was not thought necessary 
to take any additional action yesterday. 
It is probable that the offer of the Ex¬ 
change Hall will be accepted unless It 
is thought necessary to secure a larger 
room for the meeting. 

Much Interest Is being manifested by 
taxr^ayers in the plan for the better¬ 
ment of Louisville's system of sewers, 
and the opinion is general that the 
bond issue Is the only logical method 
of meeting the expense Involved. A 
large attendance is expected at the 
meeting at which the views of many 
prominent men will be given. 

The directors of the Board of Trade 
at yesterday's meeting adopted a res¬ 
olution indorsing the President of the 
United States for his declared determin¬ 
ation to ask the assembling of the 
Hague Peace Congress in the near 
future. This action was In accordance 
with a letter from the New Orleans 
Progressive Union, which called at¬ 
tention to the President's attitude. 
The New Orleans Board sent a copy 
of resolutions which had been adopted 
by It. and asked that the Louisville 
Board take action upon the same line. 

President R. A. McDowell of the 
Commercial Club, said last night that 
the action of the Board of Trade at 
yesterday’s meeting might have been 
the result of a misunderstanding. "The 
Board of Trade," he said, "had already 
Indorsed the bond Issue, and all that 
the Commercial Club desired In ad¬ 
dition was that that body join with us 
In extending an invitation to citizens 
to be present at a mass-meeting As 
It Is the arrangements will be made 
and carried through by the Commercial 
Club. 1 hope to have things In such 
shape that the meeting can be held 
next week. Wednesday, Thursday or 
Friday. As the meeting will probably 
be held at night. It may be better to 
select some place to hold it when- tho¬ 
ught is better than In the Exchange 
Hall- The place and the date will be 
announced within a few days. I an¬ 
ticipate a rousing meeting, and one 
which will further the project and pre¬ 
sent It in Its proper light to all who at¬ 
tend." 


A temporary restraining order was 
granted against the Kentucky Railroad 
Commission yesterday by Judge Wal¬ 
ter Evans, of the United States Dis¬ 
trict Court, to prevent Its enforcing the 
new rules and regulations made as a 
result of the complaint against the 
Louisville Car Service Association by 
the Lumbermen's Club. The Injunction 
was granted to the Chicago, Indian¬ 
apolis and Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany, known as the Monon route. The 
temporary restraining order was grant¬ 
ed in chambers yesterday and the mo¬ 
tion to make the order permanent -will 
be argued before Judge Evans Octo¬ 
ber 28. 

The rule which is chiefly objected to 
Is the one which requires the railroads 
to grant forty-eight hours after actual 
notice has been given, which will add, 
it Is claimed by the railroad, at least 
one day to the free time. The Monon 
contends that the Kentucky Railroad 
Commission has no right to make rules 
for the Monon, which handles only In¬ 
terstate business. The defendants to 
the action are C. C. McChord, McD. 
Ferguson and A. T. Siler, members of 
the railroad commission, and their sec¬ 
retary. Moses Glenn. 

• • • 

The Monon’s Contention. 


The papers were filed In the case by 
Edmund F. Trabue, of Louisville, and 
G. W. Kretzinger, of Chicago, the gen¬ 
eral solicitor of the Monon. The bill 
sets up the claim that the Monon road 
Is a common carrier organized under 
the laws of Indiana and comes into 
Louisville only f<7F the purpose of de¬ 
livery* and receiving Interstate busi¬ 
ness. It does not transact any busi¬ 
ness as a common carrier solely in 
Kentucky. It says that many years 
ago it adopted and published certain 
rules and regulations to govern the 
loading and unloading of Its cars, and 
after forty-eight hours had been given 
the consignee to unload the cars, 31 
was charged for each day or fraction 
of a day additional. These rules were 
declared reasonable and Just by the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals, it Is stated 
in the bill, and before the rules were 
adopted It was the custom of some of 
the consignees to hold the cars until 
they had sold the contents, thus avoid¬ 
ing, at the railroad’s expense, the cost 
of twice moving the contents of the 
car. The average time required for 
unloading the cars before the rules 
were adopted. It Is claimed, was from 
six to seven days, and under the pres¬ 
ent rules the average time is nine- 
tenths of a day. The bill says that 
the public has become ' used to the 
rules and that nearly all shippers rec¬ 
ognize the regulations as wise. 

The complainant says that It derives 
its corporate authority as a common 
carrier from the United States and not 
from the State of Kentucky, and that 
Congress alone and not any State Leg¬ 
islature has the right to legislate con¬ 
cerning its rates and rules. The In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission has 
authority to regulate Its. rates and 
rules, but the Kentucky Railroad Com¬ 
mission. it is contended, can only bring 
alleged unjust rates or rules to the at 
tentlon of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. It Is alleged that the 
Kentucky Railroad Commission has as¬ 
sumed to make regulations and change 
the rules of the Monon route, and that 
If the new rules are enforced it will 
extend the free time for unloading cars 
to such an extent that the complainant 
will be deprived of the use of a large 
part of Its rolling stock and will prac 
tlcally be able to use a car but one 
fourth of the year to the great loss of 
the complainant. 

Luther Weatherford Bankrupt. 

Luther Owlngs Weatherford, a clerk 
In the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
offices, filed a petition In voluntary’ 
bankruptcy yesterday. His liabilities, 
which are mainly open accounts, arc 
$472.84. of which $37 is secured by a 
vendor's lien. His assets are scheduled 
at $40, all of which is claimed as ex¬ 
empt. 

Motion For New Trial. 

A motion for a new trial In the case 
of Mary’ Kellar. executrix, against the 
f\, C.. C. and St. L. railroad for $25,000 
damages was liled yesterday by Jacob 
Solinger, the attorney for the complain¬ 
ant.
